Snow Fell the First Week of November, So What is 
Numismatically New for Winter 


Russian Sochi 2014 Winter Olympics 3-Roubles 1 0z .925 Silver Proof 
Finish Coins, limited to 35,000 issue worldwide of which Canada is limited 
to 3,000. The Bank of Russia has issued four commemorative Sterling 
Silver coins — Biathlon, Alpine Skiing, Figure Skating, and Hockey — that 
celebrate the upcoming Sochi 2014 Winter Olympic & Paralympic Games. 
The Royal Canadian Mint is the official Sochi 2014 Winter Olympic & 
Paralympic Games product partner and these coins are the first version to 
be sold in Canada (mint is selling them for $149.95 Canadian each coin). 
These coins have a serrated edge and selective colouring of a Cork Oak to 
add to the coin’s uniqueness. 


The hockey coin is designed by A. A. Brynza (as are the other 3 coins in the collection), depicting 
a hockey player as he handles a puck. The coin also includes a coloured detail of the Cork Oak, 
an evergreen tree from Southwestern Europe and Northern Africa that also grows in the Sochi 
region. 


Designed by E.V. Kramskaia (as are the other 3 coins in the collection), the obverse side of the 
coin depicts the relief image of the State Coat of Arms of the Russian Federation with a semi- 
circular inscription over it “THE RUSSIAN FEDERATION”, the denomination of the coin 
“THREE ROUBLES” and the year of issue “2014r.”, the indication of the metal according to the 
D.I. Mendeleyev Periodic System of Elements, the purity, the trademark of the Saint Petersburg 
Mint and the fine precious metal content. 
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One coin depicts an ice figure skater in a graceful spin. The coin also includes a coloured detail of Voronov's Snowdrop; named for 
Russian botanist Y.N Voronov and found on the east coast of the Black Sea. 


One coin depicts an alpine skier as he leans in for speed as he speeds down the course. The coin also includes a coloured detail of a 
magnolia that is found on the southern coast of Crimea and is immensely popular for decorating the region's cities. 


One coin depicts a biathlete as he takes aim with his rifle. The coin also includes a coloured detail of a sprig from the Pitsunda pine; 
a rare and ancient tree that can be found on mountain and shoreline slopes. 


Each coin comes packaged in a Sochi.ru branded black wooden clamshell which is protected by a Sochi.ru branded white sleeve. It 
includes a serialized authenticity certificate.

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Pope Benedict XIV 


Benedict XIV Prospero Lambertini 17 August 1740 — 3 May 1758 


Born in Bologna, Benedict XIV was well known for his learning. He was particularly concerned 
with Eastern rite Catholicism and the maintenance of its identity. He undertook numerous 
building projects in Rome and Bologna. Benedict is noted for having opposed the cruel treatment 
of Indians in the New World. It was in this pontificate that the Scudo or Scudo Romano was first 
struck in silver, replacing the traditional Piastra as the largest coin in that metal.

“Papal Coins by Allen G. Berman, A Complete Catalogue of the Coins of the Popes from the 
Middle Ages to the Present” (1991) lists seven pages (158 coins) of papal coins issued for Benedict 
XIV, reference numbers 2726 — 2883. They are Rome 2726 — 2796, Bologna 2797 — 2812, Ferrara 
2813 — 2833, Gubbio 2834 — 2851, and Ravenna 2852 — 2883. In most cases, copper issues of 
Ravenna not marked with the city name or its abbreviation can be distinguished by the presence 
of palm fronds near the arms on the obverse or a small pine-cone on the reverse. 


This is Anno VI extra-fine medal of 
Pope Benedict XIV celebrating the 
June 29, 1746 Canonization of 5 
Saints: Camillo de Lellis (1550- 
1614), Joseph of Leonessa (1556- 
1612), Fidele of Sigmaringen (1578- 
1622), Catherine of Ricci (1522- 
1590) and Peter de Regalado (1390 
-1458). A red fiber snuck its way 
onto Benedict's chin during the 
photo, and museum number is on 
obverse. It is archived in a museum 


and not available for sale. 


Museum Catalogue reference is Modesti-224, it is listed as Papal States 1746, artist Ottone 
Hamerani, 29.5g, 39.7mm, Bronze. Your editor cannot find this reverse in the Berman book which 
is considered the “bible” for papal coins. The obverse matches the 2727—2738 coins (Rome).

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Remembering Veteran and Volunteer Peter Kanis 


Our deepest sympathy to the family of Peter Kanis, on his passing October 18, 2013. Peter came out to 
South-Wellington Coin Society shows, and was a member of the Cambridge Coin Club, later joining 
Waterloo Coin Society in the summer of 2013. At age 86 Peter left behind his loving second wife 
Marjorie and three very dear children — Shirley married to Harry, Phillip married to Wanda, and 
Tom married to Carol. Peter was a great-great-grandpa too. 


Peter was a veteran of World War IT and continued to serve in the Canadian Navy for twenty years. 
During that time he attended the Queen’s Coronation, travelled the world. Last year he received the Queen 
Elizabeth IT Diamond Jubilee Medal from the Governor-General of Canada’s office as read “Chief Petty 
Officer 1st Class Peter Kanis, C.D.”. In May of 2013, Peter was honoured by the Royal Canadian 
Legion when he was presented with his Meritorious Service Medal for Volunteer Services performed 
during his 50 years membership.

The ribbon uses a new arrangement of 
the blue, red and white colours found in the 1953 Coronation 
Medal, the 1977 Silver Jubilee Medal, and the 2002 Golden 
Jubilee Medal. The design of the medal was developed by the 
Canadian Heraldic Authority. The medal was manufactured by 
the Royal Canadian Mint at their Ottawa facility. 


Over his lifetime, Peter was a loyal member of the Lion’s Club, 
Newfoundland Club, Cambridge Coin Club (CCC), North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO) Veterans Organization of Canada and a verity of 
community seniors’ clubs. Peter was an accomplished author having written the book 
“1997 GUIDE OF NEWFOUNDLAND & LABRADOR TRADE DOLLARS 
BY PETER KANIS MEDALS MEDALLIONS”. Coins were Peter’s beloved hobby. Peter was a retiree 
of Uniroyal (Kitchener). A Legion Funeral Service took place on Thursday, October 24 
a a a at 2 on at the Royal Canadian Legion, Galt Branch 121 at 4 Veterans Way in 
Cambridge followed by a reception.

A new coinage was issued during ae 
the English Commonwealth, with 
inscriptions in English and the 
shield of St George as the main 
design. There was also an attempt 
within the Commonwealth mint to 
re-introduce mechanization to coin 
production. Between 1656 and 1658 
Pierre Blondeau used dies engraved 
by Thomas Simon, chief engraver 
of the mint, to strike experimental

Cromwell as Lord Protector. They 
had old-style Latin legends, as here, 
where the reverse inscription translates 'Peace is sought through war’, reflecting the militant pride of Cromwell's army. The coins 
were of high quality, but the project was ended by Cromwell's death in 1658. The coins do not seem to have been issued for 
circulation, but did become popular collectors' items after the Restoration. Puncheons made by Simon were later used in the 
Netherlands to make a set of falsedies, which were acquired by the Royal Mint in 1700, in the belief that they were original dies. 
In the 1730s these were used to make restrikes, along with a new crown die, also made from the original puncheons.

Thomas Simon was the most 
prominent medallist and seal engraver 
of the Commonwealth (1649-60) and 
was chief engraver at the Mint at this 
time. After the Restoration of Charles 
II, he lost his post of chief engraver to 
Thomas Rawlins, Charles I's old 
engraver, though he continued to do 
much of the work at the Mint. He 
produced the 'Petition Crown' for the 
‘contest of art’ with the Roettier 
brothers to decide who would produce 
dies for the new machine-made 
coinage of 1662. The Roettiers won the contest, probably not due to political reasons, and certainly not to artistic superiority, but 
because Simon had difficulty producing dies robust enough for the mechanized press. He continued work at the mint as engraver 
of the king's seals. The edge of this pattern crown carries the 'Petition' of its name: "THOMAS SIMON MOST HUMBLY PRAYS 
YOUR MAJESTY TO COMPARE THIS HIS TRYALL PIECE WITH THE DUTCH AND IF MORE TRULY DRAWN & EMBOSSED, | 
MORE GRACE FULLY ORDER'D, AND MORE ACCVRATELY ENGRAVEN, TO RELEIVE HIM". The marking of the edges of 

coins as a guard against clipping was only now being adopted in England. Simon's skill in this difficult area is evident.

1820 Swedish Copper Skilling (1/48) coin, this one is oblique milling, KM#597. The other variety is 
square milling. This coin is 17gm, 33-34mm, 2.2mm thickness, Shape: Round. Demonetized: yes, 
Orientation Medal Alignment: tt. Ruler: Carl (or Karl) XIV Johan (1818 — 1844). Obverse: Crowned 
monogram flanked by 3 crowns. Reverse: Crossed arrows divides value and date. The mintage is 
1,376,000. An extra fine grade runs about $135-$150 U.S. in today’s market. The Skilling was issued 
1819 — 1830. Lettering on the coin is FOLKETS KARLEK MIN BELONING, which means “The love of 
the people my reward”.

Learning from my Uncles Second World War Service 


Medals 
shared by G. P. L. Darcy on Oct. 28, 2013 (Historically Guelph, Wordpress) 


Family history often involves some digging using a wide variety of sources. You might not think 
of some of these sources at first, but they can provide you with information you did not have 
before. For instance, the World War Two medals given to me by my Uncle Amos Hiltz 
provided information about his activities during the Second World War. For example, his 
medals include the France and Germany Star awarded for one day or more of service in France, 
Belgium, Holland or Germany between D-Day and May of 1945. It’s clear he was active in one 
or more of these areas during his military life even if he never discussed where he may have 
fought. He was also awarded the Canadian Volunteer Service Medal, so I can conclude he com- 
pleted about eighteen months worth of voluntary service between September 1939 and March 
1947. Pictured right is a photograph of my uncle with his medals. He passed away about a year 
ago. The photograph is dated 1942 and although both the medals and photograph are in a 
wooden case which may not be best for their long term care, I respect that was how it was pre- 
sented to me. 


Uncle Clifton Hiltz (shown left in uniform), a brother to Amos Hiltz, also served in World War Two 
and his medals are displayed at his home in New Ross, Nova Scotia. Many of them are similar to those 
of his brother Amos, but I have more information about his military service. Based on information 
complied by Sharon Meister Kashuba, he served with the North Shore (New Brunswick) regiment 
as a private in the infantry. Her research places him in Holland, Belgium, and Germany. He was 
discharged in October of 1943. Now ninety years old his war experiences are a difficult subject for him 
to talk about. However, his letters do provide details or glimpses into his war time experiences. Since 
moving to Ontario I have been corresponding with him by regular mail and I visit with him when I 
travel home (usually twice a year). 


If you have any service medals military or civilian that have been passed down through your family, 
check them out. Learning something about them can tell you a lot about your relatives and the events 
|| that shaped their lives.

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James Christie’s Scotch Bakery 


Elora, Ontario 
shared by Scott E. Douglas, FCNRS, FRCNA,FONA 


Did You Know 


that James Christie’s bread token was struck in copper and aluminum without his knowledge or permission? 


James Christie established his Scotch bakery in Elora, Ontario in 1892. Christie offered plain and fancy breads and rolls as well as 
cakes, pastries and various confectionery products from his Mill Street store and delivery wagon. 


Sometime in the late 1892 or early 1893 Christie had 1 loaf and 12 loaf bread tokens made by the Pritchard and Andrews company. 
The tokens were made of brass. A few well known numismatists (F.X. Paquet in particular) from the Ottawa area were in the habit 
of having off-metal (a metal not of the original issue) tokens struck to trade with other collectors. When James Christie became 
aware that this practice had been applied to his tokens he wrote a letter to Pritchard and Andrews asking that the practice cease. 
Paquet received a letter from P&A dated June 30, 1893 stating in part “......it is necessary to protect ourselves from the customers 
in writing to strike six of each check in copper, brass and aluminum....”. The names of the customers indicated in the letter were 
Jas. Christie Esq., Elora, Ontario and W.C. Edwards & Co., New Edinburgh, Ont. How many of the copper and aluminum tokens 
were struck before Christie found out about their existence is not known but thought to be around 6 or 8 each. They are scarce 


today. 


Copper and aluminum tokens are always found in uncirculated condition with the brass tokens usually exhibiting some wear. 


Christie sold his bakery and the building where it was located in 1910 to C.H. Thompson of Drayton, Ontario. Christie then went to 
work for the Fergus, Ontario company Beatty Bros., makers of plows, reapers and mowers, eventually becoming foreman of the 
paint and finish department. He retired in 1945 after 35 years with the firm. 
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| The Jas. Christie Scotch Bakery circa 1895. When Christie established the business he also pur- 

| chased the building from Maurice Halley. Halley came to Elora in 1853 at the age of 20 and 

| opened a bakery. When he left the confectionery business he rented to a string of 5 different 
bakers until 1892 when Christie arrived. 


__| At Christmas time Christie’s Christmas cake was eagerly anticipated. More than 100 years later 
his recipe survives. 


This is James Christie's recipe for Christmas cake. It was a popular holiday item in Elora from 1895 to 1910. 


3 cups butter 10 eggs 

9 cups flour 

1cup milk 

2 cups white sugar 

2 cups brown sugar 

2 teaspoons baking powder 2 teaspoons salt 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

2 cups almonds 

4 cups sultana raisins 1 Ib. citron 

1 Ib. cherries 

The pans are lined with two layers of buttered heavy brown paper. The cakes are baked in a slow oven (250-275 F.) for 1 to 1-1/2 
hours for a small cake, 2 hours for a medium cake, and 3 to 4 hours for a large cake.
